Goods from one to another, than now in theſe 
days; In that they uſed fewer Solemnities, 
and ſhorter Writs thereanent ; which if they

And hence it is, That as Nations and King- 
doms grew more populous and polite, and 
their Commerce and Trading with others and 
among(t themſelves did increaſe,and Intereſt 
and Property the more ſtraitned and bounded, 
by Reaſon of the multiplying of People, yea, 
alſo by the Progreſs of Learning and erec- 
ting of Univerſities and Schools, whereby. 
as the Truth came the more to be cleared, and 
Error diſcovered; ſo indeed. Subtilty, Deceitr, 
and fraudful Contrivances did increaſe more 
and more, and yet under the Colour of Right 
and Law ; Therefore there was found a Ne- 
ceſſity by Wiſe-men and Law-givers to pro- 
vide by all Means poſſible, That every one's 
reſpective Right and Property might be ſo 
ſettled, cleared, and confirmed, by and in 4 
theſe Writings and Evidents, that all theſe 
Frauds and Deceits might be prevented and 
guarded againſt. N 
And it is beyond all diſpute, That in this 
Kingdom, ſince the Inſtitution of the College 
of Juſtice, and within theſe hundred Years by- | 
gone, there are many more Writs and Securi- 
ties uſed for the Conveyance and conſummat- 
ing Rights and Obligations than formerly, 
And allo theſe Writs containing many moic _

particular Clauſes and Proviſions, as Debates, 
did thereupon ariſe, and which is ſtill increaſ- 
ed by the Multitude of thoſe that attend Courts, 
and apply themſelves as Writers for their Sub- 
ſiſtence; many of whoſe Coverouſneſs of Gain, 
Deceit in Contrivance.and Ignorance in draw- 
ing of Writs, both begets Law. Suits & Pleas, 
and occaſion the lengthning of Writs with ſo 
many Clauſes, unknown in former Times, if 
not ſuperfluous, which can only be corrected 
and ſtopped, were there more Simplicity and 
integrity amongſt thoſe protefſing io be Wri- 
izrs, and betwixt Parties in their Commerce 
zad Affairs, and Lawyers more ingenuous in 
cheir Diſputes upon Clauſes and in their Im- 
port; and finally Judges more impartial and 
niform in determining thereon. | 

It is obſerved, that before the Reformation 
this Kingdom, as Church-men did almoſt, 
wholly reſtrict Learning and the Liberal Arts 
| :9themſelves; fo likewiſe they took unon 
them, as to be Judges in Civil Matters, ſo to 
de publick Nottars, and Drawers of Securities 
and Inſtruments of, and concerning Lands, 
leretages and other Goods and Affairs, after 
hich Nottars were admitted, and had their 
Dependence on Biſhops and the Pope; and 
nereſore to this day Nottars deſiga them- 
{Ives of ſuch a Riſhoprick or Precinct, 

But ſince the Reformation, when Learning

and the Liberal Arts came to be more publick 
and free to all fecular 2s well as others, Church 
Men were moſt juſtly tied up to Matters Spi- 


ritual and Eccleſiaſtical; and Affairs of a civil 


and worldly Concern, and particularly the 
drawing and b of Securities and 
Inſtrumenrs left to the 


the Law, ſuch as Judges, Advocates, Wri- 
ters to the Signet, Nottars, &c. 

And it is too often feen, That from the moft 
plain andcleareft Writs and Securities, Cavil. 
lers and litigious Perſons may get ſome Sen- 
tence, Word, or other Things in Matter or 


Form therein, whereby to draw it in Queſtion, 


in order to evite the Obligation thereof, 
which how jultly, the juſt, tho not clear- 
ſighted Judge, will even ſometimes demur, 


and not immediately eſpy. 


Conform whereunto I have read of one Co. 
rax a Rhetorician, who, being deſired to teach 
one Iyſias his Art and Skill, did convenant and 
agree to do the tame, on this Condition, and 
in theſe terms. viz. That Jyſias ſhould pay to 
Corax half the Money agreed upon before hand, 
and the other half when the ſaid IJyſias firſt o- 


vercame and defeat his Adverfary in the plea-
